•esideuce of the commissioner of patents,last 
week. 
A pint of milk was converted into H 


mmid of butter iu less than one minute, 
t is the general opinion that the butter is 
wade i:to come" by a galvanic current 
pro- 


iced by the warm water, salt and saltpetre 
laced within an outer metallic cylinder, 
hich incloses the one in which tho milk 


is placed. 
The inventor says that the pecu- 


liar composition 
and preparation of the 


metal used in the several cylinders of the 
churn arc the secret B which will not be made 
public. It is claimed that practically work- 
ing five pounds of butter can be made out of 
a gallon of milk;yet as high as seven pounds 
and three quarters have been made out of n 
gallon of pure milk fresh from 
the 
cow. 


.Some objection has been argued against call- 
ing the product so obtained butter. 
It ap- 


pears to be the result of granulation of nil 
the muricioiis particles of the milk in a 
mass resembling in all respects ordinary but- 
ter, from which it cannot, be distinguished. 
It can be manufactured at a cost of about 
five cents a pound.

HINTS ABOUT WOBK. 


Potatoes for planting should bo selected 


now. 
The most successful growers 


know nro very particular in selecting their 
potatoes for seed. 
Large, smooth tubers 


onlyaro used. These havo fewer sprouts 
according to their weight than small ones, 
and tho young plants start stronger, have 
moro vigor, and tho crop is considerably 
earlier in consequence. 


Seeds for tho garden, and grass socd, 


should bo secured now, that there may bo 
dolny when ucoiled. 
We have for several 


years laid in a full year's stock of seeds in 
March, and nearly every yenr havo made a 
saving by it. 


Top-dressing mowing lands with special 


fertilizers had better be done early if at all, 
while tho ground is moist, 


Hot beds should be ready for tho seeds 


tho latter part of tho month. 
A good hot 


bed will enable a family to bring garden veg- 
etables to tho table several weeks ahead of 
those raised in tho open ground ; but unless 
one can be at home, and give it almost hour- 
ly attention, it might as well bo dispensed 
with. 
An hour's neglect may destroy tho 


labor of weeks, and if ono only wants a few 
plants, it would bo aa cheap and more sure, 
to buy thorn from on a who makes a specially 
of raising early plants. It requires tho same 
caro to raise one dozen good plants that it 
docs to raise a thousand dozen. 


Permanent improvements of many kinds 


may bo made at thi« season. 
Ditchca may 


bo dug in some soils more ensUy iii spring, 
while tho ground is soft, than during ft 
brought; nnd tho presence of a little water is 
ft guide to the proper direction awl fail of 
tho drains. 


Tho freezing nnd thawing of tho ground 


at this timo of tho year will suggest tho pro- 
priety of making roads nndwalKs around tho 
house aud farm bnildinga, which will bo dry 
and free from mud atoll times. Good gravel, 
properly screened, and spread over fiovornl 
layers of mnaU^ atones, will make mioli a 
walk or driveway ; 
but concrete would bo 


belter if ono could afford tho onllny.— fN.

find abundant proof of tho case with whicli 
even advanced civilizations may deterio- 
rate. 
Luxury and corruption have 


and again gone hand in hand, and the ut- 
most resourceH of material wealth have 
not been 
mifficicnt 
lo keep great na- 


tions from disintegration and decay. 


Thn essential element which conserves so- 


cial and political life in states and common- 
wealths has never been found in anything 
merely human. Neither tho subtlety o! 
Hellenic culture nor the wisdom of Roman 
political economy kept the splendid fabrics 
of Grecian and Roman empire .from falling 
apart when the time cnino.
